Novelist 
Pa rro tt 
Is Freed 
...BY MIAMI JURY 


MIAMI, Fla., Feb. 27 —(AP)— 
A Federal court jury today ac­ 
q uitted Novelist Ursula Parrott of 
charg es of impairing the loy alty 
and discipline of the armed forces 
and aiding and concealing a de­ 
serter by driving a g ood-looking 
private out of an army stockade 
concealed 
in the rear of 
her 
automobile. 
The all-male jury was out of 
the courtroom only 12 minutes. 
After first declining any state­ 
ment, 
Mrs. 
Parrott 
later 
told I 
newsmen: 
“I am awfully happy . I plan 
to g o back to work, back to 
writing ," adding that she was 
“too key ed up” to take a rest 
now. 
Earlier, on advice of counsel, 
aha 
had declined any statement. 
In a 40-minute statement Fed­ 
eral Judg e John W. Holland told 
Jurors that they could not find 
Mrs. Parrott g uilty of aiding a 
deserter if they decided that Pvt. 
Michael Neely Bry an, 26. had no 
intention of deserting the army 
when he left the stockade for 24 
hours of freedom in the author’s 
company last Dec. 28. 
Mrs. Parrott, 40, could not be 
leg ally accused of impairing the 
discipline 
and 
loy alty 
of 
the 
armed forces, the judg e added, 
unless the jury decided it was 
her 
intint 
to 
undermine 
the 
morale and loy alty of all the 
troops stationed at Miami Beach. 
Spectators crowded around to 
cong ratulate the author as soon 
a.* the verdict was read.

These plans, a member of a 
senate 
appropriations 
subcom­ 
mittee said, are ex pected to show 
feasibility of limiting the projected 
armed service size of 10,7 00,000 
this y ear to 10,000,000 men, 9 ,000,- 
000 or even 8 ,000,000. 
Should it appear possible to re­ 
duce 
the

streng th without impairing allied 
strateg y , 
a 
committee member 
said, the g roup is likely to recom­ 
mend curbing military appropria­ 
tions if necessary to restrict the 
armed forces’ g rowth. 
Testify ing in the committee’s 
manpower investig ations, Lieut.

OMAHA, Feb. 27 —(A P)—De- 
spite the black m arket the cattle 
rustler is a vanishing —or van­ 
ished—frontier character in Ne­ 
braska. stockmen and enforcement 
officials ag reed today . Queried re­ 
g arding a report from the Amer­ 
ican meat institute in Chicag o that 
rustling is on the upg rade. Sec. 
H. H. Selleck of the Nebraska 
Stock Growers’ association and 
Sec. Charles Feag in of the Ne­ 
braska brand committee declared 
the opposite is true. Both Feag in 
and ^ lle c k are of Alliance. 
“There were some reports of 
cattle rustling six weeks ag o, t)ut 
most of them proved erroneous,” 


Selleck said. “Since then we have 
received fewer complaints than a 
y ear ag o.” 
Feag in attributed the decrease 
in rustling larg ely to the vig ilance 
of the brand committee’s special 
investig ator, E. E. Clark of North 
Platte, and Clark’s assistants. Sev­ 
eral rustlers, Feag in said, are in 
the state penitentiary . 
In Lincoln, State Sheriff L. 
D. 
Meng el said a few cattle have 
been stolen in the past few months 
“and we think some of them may 
have been taken for the black 
market.” He said, however, most 
of the losse« occurred not in west­ 
ern Nebraska where the larg e 
herds are. but in eastern counties. 


Navy Reports One

casualties in navy forces, includ­ 
ing 12 dead, 13 wounded and 35 
missing . This bring s to 23,8 25 the 
total of navy , marine corps and 
coast g uard casualties reported to 
nex t of kin since December 7 , 
19 41. 
The g rand total includes 
6,68 6 dead, 4,511 wounded and 
12,628 missing . 
The casualties announced today 
include two Nebraskans: 
Co leman, Kenneth L., marine, 
wounded. Mother, Mrs. Mabel E. 
Coleman, Alliance, 
Co x , Kenneth L., marine, dead. 
(Previously reported missing on 
navy casualty list No. 4 , released 
June 1, 19 42.) Father, L. J. Cox , 
Faiibury . 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 —(INS) 
—A special committee of 48 cong ­ 
ressmen, representing every state 
in the union, was org anized to­ 
day to carry direct to President 
Roosevelt the demands of the 
“farm bloc” for increased aid for

Some 60 house members from 
the dominant farm states, called 
committee, authorized the com- 
tog ether by a bi-partisan special 
mittee of 48 to make a representa­ 
tive appeal to the white house 
for action on the ag ricultural 
front. 
The g roup voted that each state 
name one member to the com­ 
mittee. 
Wants Quo tas Remo v ed. 
The committee was authorized 
“how to present the farm prob­ 
lem to the president or any body 
else,” in the words of Rep, Lemke 
(R-N.D.), chairman of the seven- 
member org anizing committee set 
up earlier this week. 
Rep. Vinson, 
(D-Ga.,) 
urg ed 
that when the committee sees Mr. 
Roosevelt, or the secretary of 
ag riculture, it should seek re­ 
moval of q uotas on all ag ricul­ 
tural commodities. 
“I believe we should present 
to the president the one serious 
problem confronting the farm er— 
that of continual reg imentation,” 
Vinson told the meeting . 
“The 
American farmer should be g iven 
the rig ht to conduct his farm as 
he thinks it can best be ccm- 
ducted.” 


“I’ll bet a new hat we’ll have 
the appropriations bill out within 
two weeks.” 
That’s the statement of Senator 
H. G. Greenamy re, who, as, chair­ 
man of the appropriations com­ 
mittee, 
has hustled 
his 
g roup 
along in business-like fashion with 
its daily meeting s since the outset 
of the 1943 leg islative session. 
The appearance of the oppro- 
priations bill on the floor g ener­ 
ally is the sig nal for the standing 
committees to conclude their work 
in a hurry and for the overall 
tempo to beat increasing ly . 
Some members ag ree that the 
adjournm ent date is only a month 
or so away after the appripria- 
tions committee has completed its 
work. 
Sees Wo rk Ahead. 
“But I don’t ag ree to that this 
y ear,” say s Greenamy re, a Nor­ 
folk attorney . “There are many 
bills that will demand a g reat 
deal of consideration before we’re 
throug h. 
“I’d g uess we’d wind up our 
affairs by May 1 at the latest.” 
Principal concern left for the 
appropriations committee is the 
appropriation for the University 
of Nebraska, scheduled to come 
up nex t week.

FIRST ACCURATE ANATOMY 
PRINTED 400 YEARS AGO 
Four 
hundred 
years 
ago, 
in 
1543, there issued from the prin t­ 
ing press of O porinus in Basel, 
Sw itzerland, a large folio b ook 
which w as called in Latin, "De 
H um anl Corporis Fab rica" 
(On 
the Fab ric of the Hum an Body). 
This b ook was the first im portant 
and accurate anatom y ev er to b e 
compiled. 
W ith 
its 
pub lication, 
m odern m edicine b egan. 
The author of the b ook was 
A ndreas Vesalius. He had b een 
b orn in Belgium and had studied 
in the m edical departm ent of the 
U niv ersity of P aris and the U ni­ 
v ersity of Louv ain. In P aris he 
studied 
under 
the 
fam ous 
Dr. 
Sylv ius, who taught anatom y b y 
reading out of Galen. But young 
Vesaliu.s, b eing of an inquiring 
turn of mind, prov ed to the pro­ 
fessor and the students, b y dis­ 
secting a dog in their presence, 
that w hat Galen said was not 
true. 
He early acquired his great ob ­ 
session in life—to find out w hat 
the real anatom y of the hum an 
b ody was. But he was b eset w ith 
difficulties b ecau.se he could not 
ob tain m aterial, for there w ere 
strong prejudices in those days 
against the di.ssection of the hu­ 
man b ody. 
Study of H um an Skeleton 
One night, it is .said, Vesalius 
crept out to the env irons of Paris 
and cut down the skeleton of a 
rob b er who had b een left hanging 
on the gib b et. The scav enger b irds 
had picked his b ones clean and 
Vesalius had, for once, a hum an 
skeleton to study. U ntil the U ni­ 
v ersity of Louv ain was destroyed 
in 1914 b y the Huns, a part of 
w hat w as prob ab ly this skeleton 
was still on v iew in their an a­ 
tom ical m useum. 
Vesalius, after his student days, 
mov ed to Louv ain b ut his dissec­ 
tion activ ities got him into hot 
w ater and he mov ed to the great, 
lib eral U niv ersity of Padua in 
Italy. 
H ere he ob tained hum an 
m aterial for dissection and held 
dissections 
in 
pub lic 
and 
was 
m ade 
professor 
of 
anatom y, 
a 


chair w hich was created for him 
and w as the first in the history 
of the w orld. W hen V esalius had 
as.semb led all his m aterial and 
had had the plates draw n, he 
pub lished in 1543 this m agnifi­ 
cent b ook. He w as only 29 years 
old at the tim e of its pub lication. 
Study of Anatom y 
It Is im possib le to ov erestim ate 
the im portance of this contrib u­ 
tion. 
Before its pub lication, m e­ 
dicine ev eryw here was largely a 
set of superstitutions, theories and 
systems. 
Ev en the mose learned 
physicians had only the v aguest 
idea of the anatom y of the hum an 
b ody. 
A b out a century after its pub ­ 
lication, W illiam H arv ey founded 
the science of physiology. A little 
m ore than a century afte r its 
pub lication the microscope was 
b rought into use and the study of 
the m inute structure of the b ody 
was b egun. 
Then there followed 
researches in chem istry, pathol­ 
ogy (the science of the b ody in 
disease), 
num erous 
ob serv ations 
w ith the therm om eter, the count­ 
ing of the pulse and other exact 
m ethods of m easurem ent which 
tended to m ake m edical ob serv a­ 
tion exact. Then only yesterday— 
practically in our grandfathers’ 
day — cam e the introduction of 
anesthesia and asepsis in surgery 
and the knowledge of germ s and, 
w ithin our own day, the x-ray to 
com plete the picture of scientific 
medicine.

Combination Sales 
Of Farm Equipment 


Rapped by OPA Head 


"Various schemes b y farm ers to 
ev ade price ceiling prov isions cov ­ 
ering 
farm 
equipm ent 
sale 
or 
rental, b y use of “comb ination 
selling” or options, are not going 
unnoticed b y OPA, it was said 
Saturday. Steps are b eing taken 
to prev ent such practice, the state 
office added. 
It is m ade plain that the grant­ 
ing of "opition.s” lo purchase a 
desired piece of controlled ma­ 
chinery through ov erpaym ent fiu* 
an uncontrolled item, or ofli'iu i 
m achinery 
in com b ination wuh 
uncontrolled items in order to ob ­ 
tain higher than ceiling price.s is 
illegal. 
These two m ethods hav e b een 
generally used to ev ade ceiling 
prices. 
Some 
sales 
hav e 
b een 
m ade in N eb raska at ab norm ally 
high prices b y first offering an 
uncontrolled item w ith the an­ 
nouncem ent that purchaser will 
hav e an "option” on the controlled 
im plem ent w hich w ill b e offered 
later. 
The com b ination sale ruse has 
b een used in other cases. The ex­ 
am ple here could b e the comb ined 
sale of an uncontrolled cultiv ator 
and a controlled tractor together 
for $1,067. Here the b uyer would 
presum ab ly b e paying $640 ceiling 
for the tractor and $427 for the 
uncontrolled cultiv ator, although 
the actual v alue of the cultiv ator 
is much lower. 
Both 
of 
these 
schemes 
are 
illegal, according to D. F, Felton, 
state director of the office of price 
adm inistration. 
One exception is made in the 
com b ination sale practice. This is 
w hen 
Im plem ents 
are specially 
designed for m ounting on one of 
the controlled items, such a.s a 
plow b uilt for a tractor. In this 
case the uncontrolled item may b e 
sold in com b ination with the con­ 
trolled item, b ut it m ust b e sold 
on the controlled item formula, 
which m oans that a .selling price 
m ust b e determ ined for it accord­ 
ing to an estab lished formula b e­ 
fore it can b e sold in the comb i­ 
nation.

He is a m ild, pleasant little fellow whose eyes flash 
b ehind his spectacles as he w orks him self into ex citem ent describ ­ 
ing famous b outs of the old days. A one-tim e fighter, M organ m an­ 
aged m any b ox ers tw o decades ago, including Jack Britton, who he 
a.ssures you was the .smartest fighter that ever lived and the great­ 
est w elterw eight. 
“Why he was world cham pion at 40. No other fighter ever won 
a title at that age.” B ut tha t’s another story, and a long one if Dan’s 
telling it. 


“S I’LLIVAN, like Louis, was a set hitter,“ he ex plains. “N either 
had m uch footwork. John L. was a pretty fair b ox er and a straight 
right hand puncher. Louis w ouldn’t have sidestepped as Sullivan 
cam e in. and I b elieve John L. would have knocked him out. 
“CORBETT would have b eaten him on speed and scientific 
b ox ing.
